Such as have received them at the half 
price, with an engagement to pay the 
| vhole, have completed the stipulated sum 
iwith strict fidelity : those who have not 
yet obtained possession of the books by 
the payment of half the cost price, are 
steadily continuing their weekly subscrip- 
tions. —The number of subscribere for Bi- 
bles and Testaments has been 7,136 ; of 
free contributors, 3,564 ; making the total 
oumber of subscrivers from the commence- 
ment 10,700.

Sabbath, Jan. 3, 1819. Except that part 
of the day, occupied in our usual family 
exercises, | spent nearly the whole time 
among the people.

The) 
man, who is engaged to teach it, is not a 
native of the place, and it is somewhat 
problematical whether he succeeds in the 
undertakeing.—The lamentable indiffer-| 
ence of this people to learning in general, 
will render considerable exertion necessa- 
ry for the establishment of a flourishing 
achool.

Died, in Ashfield, Feb. 29, 1820, Rev. Nene- 
Mran PoRTER,senior Pastor of theCongregational 
Church and Society in that place, in the one hun- 
dredth year of his age. That aman, and eape- 
cially a minister of the gospel, should live to such 
an advanced age, is a circumstance that rarely 
otcurs in this dying world. It is thought that a 
few sketches of the life and character of this very 
aged servant of Christ will not be unigteresting 
to the seligious community. 

Nehemiah Porter wasborn at Ipswich, in the 
County of Essex, State of Mass. March 22, 1720, 
©. 8. of honest and reputable parents, who ear- 
ly dedicated their son to the Lord, and brought 
him up in his fear. Nehemiah, when a child, 
was put under the instruction of the Rev. “fr. 
Wigglesworth, the faithful and rene minister of 
the parish in which he lived. ere he became

As the writer of this imperfect sketch followed 
in the precession to the grave, his mind was 
drawn to such contemplations as these: ‘* There 
are the venerable remains of one who has lived 
just half of the time since our forefathers |anded 
at Plymouth.

| For the Boston Recorder. 


} Mr. Enitor.—It gives me pleasure to observe, 
‘that the subject of pious school teachers is at- 
tracting so much of your notice. It leads me to 
cherish the hope, that the Christian community 
are about to awake to the importance of the sib- 
ject, and to act wisely in regard to the religious 
qualifications of those, to whose care they commit 
the education of the rising generation. Many 
parents, and Christian parents too, seem to have 
considered the advantages of our common schools 
only in a temporal point of view. They have 
forgotten that, 

+ As the twig is bent, the tree's inelin’d.” 

At least, it is evident that the selectioy of pious 
teachers for our common schools, demands a 
greater share of attention than it bas hitherto had. 
These schools are composed of those who will 
hereafter become our statesmen, our divines, aud 
our missionaries. And since it is an approved 
maxim, that in childhood the mind receives the 
impress of truth or error more readily than in ad- 
vanced life, there can be ne season s0 favorable 
lo give ita right bias or prevent a wrong one; 
when we reflect too that children form their ha- 
bits in a great measure according to the hadits 
and example of others, | know not how a conside- 
rate person can esteem the moral and religious 
qualifications of teachers, a matter of indifference. 
Observation has taught that children are inclined 
to receive as truth, whatever falls from the lips of 
a teacher.

From this time to the day of his death, the sacred 
union between Paster and people remained un- 
broken. In 1778, Mr. Porter married his second 
wife, Miss Elizabeth Nowel, of Boston, whose. 
useful life terminated in 1814. In 1808, the Rev. | 
Alvan Sanderson, by the anited request of the} 
church and society, was installed colleague with 
Mr. Porter. The race of this devoted man was 
short. He had scarcely completed eight years 
of his ministry, when his health became so im- 

aired, that by his own request, the pastoral re- 

tion between him and his beloved people, was 
dissolved. He survived his dismission but about 
two years. Mr. Porter did not entirely suspend 
his active labors after being united with a col- 
league, though he was then in the eighty-eightb 
yearof his age. He continued to preach occa- 
sionally for many yearsafterwards. Indeed it may 
be said, that his public labors were wot entirely 
suspended until the last year of his life. He oc- 
casionally exhorted and prayed in public with 
edification to his hearers, until he reached his 
hundredth year. In June, 1819, the Rev. Tho- 
mas Shepard was ordained the second colleague 
with Mr. Porter. Hundreds, if not thousands, 
will remember to the day of their death, the no- 
vel and interesting scenes of the ordination day. 
They will remember the venerable appearance 
of the Senior Pastor, bending under the wetyht 
of almost one hundred years, as he passed along 
the broad aisle, leaning on his two staffs; they 
will remember the firm and steady step with 
which he ascended the pulpit stairs without aid, 
the fervency with which he engaged in the con- 
sectating prayer, with his apostolic hand on the 
head of his young colleague, and the distinct, 
audible, and appropriate manner in which he ad- 
dreseed a few dying words to his beloved flock in 
the form ofacharge. With his second colleague 
he lived in great harmony aad Christian affec- 
tion until his decease. 

Asa preacher, Mr. Porter sustained a very! 
respectable character. [f not a star of the first’ 
magnitude, yet he shone with a clearness and 
degree of lustre, which rendered him an orna- 
ment tothe charch. That divine light and truth 
which irradiated and sanctified his own soul, he 
diffused to the utmost of Lis ability into the souls 
of others.

4thly. It has a tendency to defeat the object of 
the large society. The object of the large socie- | 
ty is to furnish every section of the country, with 
a great variety, ata cheap rate. Toaccomplish 
this object large fands are necessary, which can 
easily be furnished, if every section of country 
will contribute something.. But if the individu- 
als living there can say to the person making 
application for this aid, “* we have a society ofour 
own” this is sufficient. Besides, tht large society 
must publish a large Report. This will not be 
sent to those places where nothing is, er can be 
contributed, in aid of ifs funds; and therefore 
the interest, which it is calculated to excite, will 
not be, then, excited. It has sometimes been 
the fact, too, that there has been a combination, 
among influential persons, to keep out the pubdli- 
cations of the large society, so that no person 
could be found who would become an agent for 
it. Thus they will not receive themselves the 


others to receive it. 

5thly, A large society is more permanent. It 
has large funds, itmust goforward.

ings, by an exact conformity to the requisitions 
of the Constitution, and at the same time, to a- 
void ail needless trouble in transacting business 
so complex and arduous as that committed to 
the-r hands, and wishing that all concerned may 
know what is requisite for the first reception, 
and what for the continuance of any young man 
as a beneficiary, have adopted, and now publish 
the following rules. 

The first stage of education includes those, 
who are fitting for college; the second, those 
who are undergraduates in college; and the 
third, graduates, who are pursning theological 
studies. The funds do not, in the view of the 
Directors, at present juctify approptiations to any 
individuals in the third stage. 

RULES. 

1. On the day designated in the 8th rule, ev- 
ery candidate for the charity of this Society, in 
whatever stage of his edacation, shall, anless 
otherwise specially directed, be examined at 
Boston, by a committee of the Board, as to the 
evidences of his peftcnal piety and his motives 
in wishing to engage in the ministry, as well as 
his talents and literary attainments. At the 
same time he most exhibit unequivocal testimo- 
nials, from three or more serious and respectable 
persons, best acquainted with him and his cir- 
cumstances, (e. g. his minister, instructor, a ma- 
gistrate, or some other principal man ip the vi- 
cinity,) stating his age, place of residence, indi- 

nee, moral and religious character, talents, 
earning, and serious desire to devote his life to 
the gospel mivistry. If his examination and tes- 
timonials are satisfactory, he may be placed on 
the foundation for such assistance as the Directors 
shall judge expedient, and upon trial for three 
months; at the close of which period, he shall 
exhibit, from his instructor, or instructors, suffici- 
ent evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a pro- 
per character to receivethis sacred charity. 

Provided however, that, except in extraordina- 
ry cases, no candidate shall be thns received, 
who is wot fifteen years of age, and who has not 
studied the languages under an instructor, at 
leaet three months,
